NEW HORROR 


Added 
to 
Dl«tres*incj 
Condition* 


Which Already Prevailed. 


It developed today that a hew hor- 


ror had boon added to the terrible 
conditions resulting in the Slocum dis- 
aster through the error ot some per- 
son at the morgue. As a result some 
•of tlii bodies of the 
deftd 
probably 


never will bo identified and will go to 
a last, resting placo in the 
humble 


plot furnished by the city's charity. 
When the 
bodies were taken by 


hundreds from the water and laid in 
rows on the grass at North Brother 
Inland each wan tagged with a num 
her. That number WM carefully re, 
corded and tho pape«»: v»l««.bl«« »«n 
trinkets which would have served to 
positively identify the bodies were 


removed and placed In separate pack- 
ages, o»ch package bearing a nuci- 
oer corresponding to toe number on 
the body from which the articles 
wore taken. The packages then were 
placed in the custody of the coroner. 
Scores of the bodies at the morgue 
were burned or bruised beyond recog- 
nition but it was boped that alt 
might be claimed by friends by means 
cf the papers and jewelry. 


When the bodies were taken to the 


morgue they were placed in numbered 
boxes but in many c*sea these num- 
bers did not correspond 
with the 


figures the bodies previously had 
borne. An a result the numbered 
packages ot valuables b&jame pricii- 
cally worthless as a means of identi- 
fying the unfortunate owners. 


One caae wljicii came to tho atten- 


tion of the officiate today, w*s that of 
A. T. Hill, of Williamsburg. Mr. HIU 
called at the morgue yesterday and 
identified the bodies of his brother-in- 
law, William Richtor, and the wife of 
the latter and they were removed to 
the office of an undertaker. In the 
afternoon the bodies of Catherine' and 
Lillian Richter, three and four years 
old, respectively,-also were'identified 
by him. When he ca.Ied at the 
morgue today.with an undertaker who 
was to attend to the burial of tie 
bodies they could 
not 
be found. 


The bodies were numbered ITS. and 
175 respectively and the authorities 
at tue -morgue have no record of any 
such bodies, it is thought that some: 
undertaker was given the bodies in; 
place of two others which he snouldy 
have taken, through confusion in the 
numbers.

DEATH CAME 


Findlay's Coroner Doesn't Know 


Mnch About How Torpedo Ac- 


cident Did Happen. 


Plndlny, O., June 17.—The verdict 


of Coroner Bnlsley In connection with 
the explosion at the Lake Shore tor- 
redo factory several weeks ago, which 
resulted in the death of half a dozen 
persons, and the 
injury 
ot many 


others, 
was 
rendered 
today. The 


coroner finds "The victims came io 
their death by being employed on 
Sunday in the torpedo department of 
the Lake Shore Novelty C<"xpany'B 
works. Whoever or whatever caused 
the explosion Is unknown." 


The roars of the machines and the 
boom of the cannon still ring in one 
ears. 


"Throughout the three days of com- 


bat the officers and men vied with 
each other in pluck .heroism. They 
have added a glorious page to Rus- 
sia's military history. 


"The enemy's advance originally in- 


cluded the fifth, eighth and eleventh 
divisions, twelve squadrons of ca- 
valry and splendid artillery. 
About 


two hundred guns were belching a 
continuous stream of shot and shell. 
Large reinforcements enabled them to 
turn the Russian flanks. A diversion 
on the right precipitated the battle on 
the morning of June 15. 


"Major General Gerngross, who was 


wounded, commanded the left flank, 
and General Loutchkovsky command- 
ed the center including four battalion 
concealed, in a small wood, whence 
they dealt death and destruction on 
the enemy. 


"The Russian right was protected 


by Cossacks, dragoons and Siberian 
rifles. 


"While the big guns were thunder- 


ing", ! ms3o my way at about 11 a. m., 
to the Russian right flank and climb- 
ed a hill whence I could view 
the 


whole Held of battle. Behind me a bat- 
tery had taken up a position 
from 


which it kept up a continuous! flre up- 
on the -advancing ranks of the enemy. 
Through glasses I rould see the Sandy 
Valley of Tassa. The heights of Foo 
Chou, the railroad bridge and the sur- 
rounding copses were occupied by the 
Japanese infantry. Then Waeklines of 
infantry, like threads, could be seen 
creeping through the verdure. 


Nearer tho slope of a hill WM dotted 


by the grey shirts of Russiaa rifle 
men. 
A brownish smoke overhung 


some of the batteries and others show- 
ed flashes of flame. The crack ot rifle 
flre was punctured by the roar of the 
big guns. Occasionally I heard the 
hiss of a Japanese bullet. 


"The scene was HTe-lnaplrinjt. Over 


the Russian center nod lett fii»uk uov- j 


ered chocolate clouds from bursting , 
shrapnel. It was evident that the 
tide of battle was coming toward the 
Russian right I saw reserves hurry- 
ing forward, the Cossacks galloping, . 
followed by columns of Infantry at 
the double. Suddenly they disappear- 
ed In an adjacent defile. The valley 
where the Russians bad camped was 
emptied as if by magic. Rattling vol- 
leys were fired behind the screen of 
hills which concealed tbe 
fighting 


troops from view in that direction, the 
SOUEU of the'firing being the'only evi- 
dence of the deadly struggle proceed- 
ing there- 


"This continued for half an hour. 


Suddenly a company of Cossacks ap- 
peared on the crest of a hill and be- 
gan to descend. They were followed 
br infantry. 
The Japanese gunners 


promptly pursued them with shrapnel. 
Horses and men began falling. 


"A moment Of harrowing suspense 


was relieved by a thunderous shout of 
"Hun-ahi" 


"It was from a couple of thousands 


of Russian troops jnst brought up by 
train. They quickly Jumped from the 
cars, fixed bayonets and literally ran 
into the fight. 


"Again the crack of musketry under 


cover, during which-the retiring Rus- 
sian regiments formed up and mor«4 
off in .complete orSerSteward the m'l- 
road. While a lohg" fine at corns;s- 
sariat wagons, escorted by Cossacks,

The battle of Vafangow had deflected 
considerably the Japanese forces from 
Port Arthur. 


'The fighting was glorious. 
For 


two days the Russian regiments valdr- 
ously maintained their positions and 
took the offensive on the left, so press- 
ing the enemy there tiist a couple of 
Japanese batteries fell into the Cos- 
sack's hands. 
The Russian soldiers 


went into the battle,? singing, their 
spirits not affected by the fierce heat 
and furious cannonading, wbose in- 
tensity may be gauged from the in- 
fluence it had on the atmpsphere con- 
ditions. Rain drops fell like tears at 
the height of the battle, although tbe 
day dawned clear.

"Many Russians have fallen, but a 


greater number of Japanese were kill- 
ed. The Russian shells and bullets 
mowed them down Htai wheat.

But it was with Japanese more than 
with Russian blood. 


"I left on the last train, with Gen.
